Claims 4 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by 
USPN 3,817,648 Xo Miller. 

Claim 5 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by Re. 
26,623 to Erikson. 

Claims 2, 3, and 6 stand allowed. 
Summary of the Response to the Office Action 

Applicants have cancelled claims 4 and 5 without prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, 
claims 2, 3, and 6 are presently pending with claims 2, 3, and 6 being allowed.
